WIDE REACH OF WIRELESS. 


One-Quarter of the Earth Covered in 
Marconi's Message to The Times. 


‘The first wireless message from Italy 
to America, sent id Tam Trues by Mr. 
Marcon! from the new Marcon! station at 
Coltano, near Pisa,. Italy, on Sunday 
did better than literally ‘sweep from 
Greenland’s icy mountain to India’s coral 
strand. If the waves went out from Col- 
tano fn_all directions over the face of the 
ase ta were caught as far west as 
Nova tio, 4,000 miles away, they might 
have been caught in the Bast by a wire- 
Tess tower in the mountains of Thibet. 

Pisa is situated at about 44 degrees 
north latitude, and, counting 60 miles ‘to 
a degree, 4,000 miles due south of Pisa 
would-be a point in the’ South Atlantic 
Ocean about. 22 degrees south latitude. 
Ships off the coast of German Southwest 
Africa might have picked up the mes- 
sage if they had had the proper wireless 
-equipment. 

Toward the north. the message would 
have actually reached the north pole and 
had some 600 miles to spare. Dr, Cook, 
with the proper outfit, might have: heard 
the voice of civilization in the awful si- 
lenceg of the North which he found s0.op- 
pressive—if he had been in the neighbor- 
hood of the pole’ when the message was 
sent out, it should be added. , 

Within the extremes of the north pole, 
Thibet, German Southwest ‘Africa, and 
| Nova Scotia; the message might have been 
taken up anywhere in Europe. It could 
have been caught in the eastern portion 
| of Brazil. «Taking Pisa as the pole of the 
sphere of the earth, and a point on the 
opposite side of the earth as a second 
Sending station, and each sending out 
wireless currents, \16,000 ‘miles of the 
earth's circumference. could be reached. 
This would leave an untouched belt about 
4,000 miles wide outside the influence of 
the currents. The area of this untouched 
i belt would be about 100,000,000 square 
miles. Taking the total area of the earth 
as roughly 200,000,000 square miles, the, 
two stations could< cover. about half the 
whole surface of the earth. The message 
that went out from Coltano om Sunday 
night covered about one-quarter of the 
area ofithe globe.

TROOPS OUT T0 STOP 
MEXICO FILIBUSTERS 


Gen. Duncan Told to Act Without 
Orders in Enforcing Neu- 
trality Laws, 


GEN. REYES IS ARRAIGNED 


Gives $10,000 Ball for Trial In April— 
Mexican Troops. Algo.to Gather 
Along the Border. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20—To stamp 
out filibustering expeditions against Mex- 
ico, Secretary. of. War Stimson author- 
ized to-day Gen. Duncan, commanding the 
Department of Texas, to enforce the neu- 
trality laws with vigor and to move the 
troops under his command without waiting 
for orders fromthe department. Secre- 
tary Stimson also informed Gen. Duncan 
thet he would not lack for all the cav- 
alry and infantry meeded to prevent ‘the 
organization of expeditions against Mex- 
ico, No additional troops have yet been 
ordered to Texas, 

Secretary Stimson received a telegram 
to-day from Gen, Duncan stating that 
Major Hagedorn, commanding a bat- 
talion of the Twenty-third Infantry, had 
gaptured, at Laredo, Capt. Merigo and 
two privates of a company being organ- 
ized for revolutionary service in Mexico. 
Major Hagedorn also captured forty guns, 
20,000 rounds of ammunition, and fifty 
dynamite bombs. There were fifteen sup- 
posed revolutionists tn the house, but all 
except three escaped. 

In reporting to the State Department 
upon the seisure by Major Hagedorn, 
American Consul: Garrett, at Nuevo La- 
redo—Mexico across the river—stated that 
the officer arrested declared.that he had 
@ commission from Gen. Reyes. If this 
is true it will have an important beartig 
upon the trial of Reyes. 

Consul Garrett reported also that Mex-: 
ican ‘cavalry pursued evolutionists who 
crossed the boundary from Texas with 
horses, arms, and ainmunition.

RUBBER COMPANY A FAILURE 


Mr. Vanderbilt Says That He and 
Mr. Goelet Put a. Lot of Money 
In and Gét Nothing Back. 


LONDON, Nov. 20.—The shareholders 
of the Unit Malaysian Rubber Com- 
pany, Limited, ‘a concern floated.in Lon- 
don in "1910 by the American Malaysian 
Rubber Company, passed a tesolution at 
@ meeting to-day to invite the American 
vendors to refund 1,000,000 out of the 
1,600,000 shares paid to them at the for 
mation of the company..- 

When the company was floated, with 
the names of Cornelius Vanderbilt and 
Robert Goelet .on -the prospectus, there 
was an enormous rush of subscribers, 
The prospectus promised a profit of $800,- 
000 for the first year, but the actual re- 
sult of. eighteen months’ working has been 
a loss of $205,000. 

The meeting was a stormy one. One of 
the shareholders, Mr. Souter of Capel 
Court, declared that if the true facts had 
been gtated-in the prospectus no sane man 
would have invested a ,penny in thé com- 
pany. He threatened that unless the Di- 
rectors accepted the resolution demanding 
restitution he would insist on-an investi- 
gation by the Board of Trade. 


Cornelius Vanderbilt said at his home 
here last night that the shareholders who 
met in London. and passed the resolution 
inviting the American vendors: to refund 
the shares paid to them when the Ameri- 
can Malaysian, Rubber Company was 
formed were apparently under the impres- 
sion thet he and Rébert Goelet had sold 
their shares and made a jot of money out 
of them. 

He also said that he and Mr. Goelet had 
gone into the thing as a manufacturing 
and industrial proposition and nothing 
else.

Later, but probably not too 
late’ to have its influence, came the 
disturbance to the Triple Alliance sure 
to follow the Tripolitan adventure of 
Haly, ‘and. it was seen not only that 
war would he terribly costly, but that 
it had been rendered distinctly more 
hazardous as to:its résult. The rec-

Italy to Cape 
Greton, 4,000 miles away, it will excite 
little surprise and little emotion of any 
kind, for that matter, mh the public mind. 
Indeed, the marvelous works of applied 
science have been so mumerous In recent 
years that the old sensitiveness to the 
triumphs of inyentors, and especially of 
those dealing with electricity, has been al- 
most lost,.and on ‘hearing of a new vic- 
tory over “nature” the tendency is 
rather t6 ‘criticise its incompleteness than 
to exult over what has beeri accomplished. 

The oxemplification of this tendency has 
been. notable in the domain of aviation, 
where: the conquerors of the air have 
been almost as’ much scolded.as cheered, 
merely because they have not instantly 
attained perfection in their new art, And 
at first thought the latest achieyement of 
Mr. Marconi, since it does not establish 
@ new record for distance, seems hardly 
worthy of loud acclaim. This is, however, 
the first time that a distance anything 
like as great has been covered by pre- 
arranged plan. and at a ‘predetermined 
time. The other cases, very few in num- 
ber," might be called. accidental, since they 
were made possible by a concatenation 
of exceptional circumstances which no- 
body understood or could duplicate, and, 
except as ‘showing a possibility, they had 
‘little to do with the practical or commer- 
clal transmission of dispatches. 

The message from Coltano to Glace Bay 
was different—it meant business and was 
the real thing.

Are the pledgés of one administration 
as to a great work to be set lightly aside 
as having no weight or influence by a 
succeeding administration after the great 
work has been done in accordancé: with 
the previous understanding? These are 
questions which thinking men of New 
York should. ponder, and questions involv- 
ing the good name and corporate morality 
of the city. It is common knowledge that 
the Pennsylvania Raliroad Company 
could just as easily have located its great 
terminal, which is really a temple, at 
Broadway instead of Seventh Avenue. The 
feeling of the City Fathers was, however, 
that owing to the great congestion of 
traffic at Broadway, it would be better 
for the city to have the éastern end of the 
terminal at Seventh Avenue, Partly as 
compensating measure, but chiefly 
through reasons of wise and intelligent 
planning of a subway system, an agree- 
ment was made that the Pennsylvania 
Company could locate at Seventh Avenue 
and the city would meet them with a 
subway down that avenue which would 
give them advan of distrébuting 
and receiving passengers In New York 
and Brooklyn, which would be commen: 
surate with the advantages of the Broad- 
way site. ; 

There does not seem to be anything 
out of reason in that argument except 
that possibly the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company was more nice than wise in ac- 
cépting it only to be buncoed later in its 
$150,000,000 ‘ expenditure.

A communication directed to the De- 
partment of Weights and Measures requesting 
the attention of an Inspector in the matter of 
an anticipated delivery of coal, ‘will surely 
bring a prompt response. 

Moreover, ‘“W. H.” is probably not aware 
of the existence of the Coal Trade Protective 
Association, organized in 1806, and entirely
